WHTE’S SLAYER REFUSES TO TALK 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 26.—[Special.]—Harry 
K. Thaw gave John Nicholson Anhut $25,000 
to pay for his liberty. 

But even in his eagerness for freedom he 
gonditioned the transaction so as to insure 
the return of the money in case he was not 
liberated, $12,500 to be paid back on Jan. 1 
last and the remaining $12,500 on July 1 this 
year. 

Anhut has already paid back to Thaw $14.,- 
$0, the excess $1,800 having been realized 
with the enhancement in value of Consoli- 
dated Gas stock, the securities of which 
company formed part of the $25,000 

If Thaw is not released by July 1, which 
ip almost a certainty in the light of what 
has developed within the last week, Anhut 
will return to him $10,700, minus expenses 
incurred by Anhut and the prosecutionof 
the work mapped out for him by Thaw. 


Anhut Story Regarded “Straight.” 

These startling features together with the 
éertions that Anhut and Dr. John R. Rus- 
gil, superintendent of Matt«awan, were on 
terms of the closest intimacy, contributed to 
the mystification of the Sulzer committee of 
inquiry when John Nicholson Anhut willingly 
took the stand and told what on its face was 
fegarded by the committee as a “ straight 
story.” 

The committee later went to Matteanan, 
but Thaw refused to testify unless certain 

*,conditions were granted, 

 -H. A. Hoffman, commonly caited-“\Arohie” 
Moffman, the Thaw detective, interested 
ABhut in Thaw’s case by asking him to go 
feo Matteawan to confer with the young mil- 
lenaire. ; 

Having met Dr. Russell at White Plains, 
Aphut availed himself of the physician's 
friendship and used him, according to the 
testimony, ae much ashe could. Dr. Russell, 
however, urged Thaw to name Amhut his 
counsel. 


Testimony Amazes Committee. 

The flat assertion that Dr. Russell had fre- 
quently said he would not release Thaw un- 
leas he was paid for the job amazed the 
committee. Anhut testified that Dr. Russell 
Was seeking the lion’s share of the $26,000 and 
even urged the young lawyer to ask Thaw 

’ t extend the time for repayment and to 
increase the bonus to $50,000. 

Anhut made it plain, however, that he 
Would not give Russell a nickel because he 
realized he could not use him. Any order 
Dr. Russell might issue would first have to 
be approved by a Supreme court justice who 
would probably call upon Attorney General 
Carmody to oppose the release, said Anhut. 

“Gus "' Roeder, a newspaper reporter, cor- 
roborated the story told by Dr. Russell that 
Secretary William F. Clark of the Sulzer 
committee of inquiry had urged Dr. Russell 
© release Thaw ‘“ because it would please 
Gov, Sulzer.”’ 


“Tells of Meeting Dr. Russell. 
Xalmiy the young Anhut told of his meet- 
ing with Dr. Russell in the Savoy and the 
Plaza in New York City and of the demand 
he said Russell made for money, if he was to 
become party to a scheme to release Stanford 
White’s slayer. He said: 

I told Dr. Russell at that time how much 
money I had in my pocket to pay out if I 
could get the release. Dr. Ruseell told me 
that he discharged about 25 per cent of the 
inmates of Matteawan each year as cured, 
and we talked about other pertinent things. 

“T told Dre Russell I wanted to get some 
allenists, at which he said tome: ‘ My boy, 
you don't want to start anything so soon, 
Wait until the sensation of the last Thaw 
Proceecing has died down.’ I was willing to 
cater to Dr. Russell, for I kmew I would be 
able to use him and we dropped the subject. 


Says Russell Asked for Money. 

“Dec. 16 I telephoned Dr. Russell to come 
4nd meet me. He did, and we went to the 
Astor house. In a sitting room upstairs we 
Were enjoying a smoke when I asked him 
lf he had gotten the alienist for me. 

“But Dr. Russell told me he had not, and 
then remarked: ‘1am as good'asa half dozen 
alienists.’ 

“I told him I had reeeived $25,000 to ob- 
tain Thaw’s freedom and that $12,500 of it 
mugt go back within the next few days un- 
less I made good. I could not see how I was 
9 do it. 

“Dr. Russell said ac <nis point: * Where 
[© | come in? You know I would not do 
4Bything for Thaw unless I got money.’ 

“Tt looked as if he wanted all the money. 
I took the case as a lawyer to make a reputa- 
ten for myself. I wanted to bulld on the 


failure of others, I knew I had the codpera- 


tion of Dr. Russell. He expected some of this 
Money, but I had no intention of giving him 
even a cent. I would not even give him e 
Christmas present, although I wanted to, for 
fear it might be considered a sort of bribe.” 


Thaw Refuses to Testify. 
Fishkill-on-Hudsen, N. Y¥., Feb. 26.—Harry 
‘Thaw, slayer of Stanford White, refused 
Olay to testify before Gov. Sulzer’s com- 
mittee of inquiry which is investigating an

Report of Citizens’ Committee and 
First View of Bureau of 
Social Hygiene Out. 


MAYOR TELLS MANY REFORMS 


New York, lFeb. 26.—[Speciat.]—Police 
grafting, vice, Sunday saloons, and the reme- 
dies for them were discussed today by the 
mayor and two former mayors. They ajso 
were the subjects of reports made public by 
the citizens’ committee and the bureau of 
social hygiene. 

Mayor Gaynor testified before the legisia- 
tive committee which is inquiring into the 
police situation, former Mayors McClellan 
and Low testified before the Ourran alder- 
manic committee. 

Mayor Gaynor apparently believes the New 
York police force is the best in the world 
and former Mayor McClellan says it has the 
worst officers in the world. 

Mayor Gaynor assumed for himself and the 
police the credit for ali the recent disclosures 
of dishonesty—disclosures which have led 
Charles 8. Whitman, district attorney, to in- 
dict an inspector, a captain, and several other 
officers. 


In alternate breaths the mayor praised the 


police department and abused the " corrupt 
newspapers,’ and the “ stamps,’ and “ ras- 
cal politicians of both parties,’ and the 
“ criminals "’ who comprise the ranks of his 
opponents, 


Gaynor’s Oure for Graft. 

Megyor Gaynor put forth a new suggestion 
for the elimination of grafting. It was this: 
inastiuch as investigation of the police force 
and detection of graft can best be done from 
the outside, the mayor would empower the 
police commissioner to raise the number of 
deputy commissioners from four to ten er 
fifteen. These extra deputies would deel 
only with matters whence graft flows. 

“ We could pick out army officers, young 
men from the schools—honest—some of our 
young newspaper men that I know here, as 
honest as the day is long,’’ the mayor said; 
“men that go right through thie Dusiness 
with the eyes of hawks. If the commis- 
sioner had the power to do that I think this 
local grafting business would be wound up 
so quick it would make your head swim.”’ 

This is somewhat along the line proposed 
bythe citizens’ committee which asked the 
appointment of a new commission to be 
called “‘ the board of social welfare,’ which 
should take fram the present police force the 
dut'y of regulating gambling, social vice, and 
the liquor tariff. 


Gaynor Defense of Police. 

“T desire to say a word im regard te the 
force at large,’”’ the mayor continued. ‘It 
consiete of 10,008 men. Some people have 
thought this force is corrupt and inefficient. 
I desire to contradict thie. It Is «4 splendid 
force—there is no better in the world. The 
members are on duty all over this great city— 
in all five boroughs you can find them at 
night on fixed post, on patrol in the day— 
alwaye like clockwork. You can call on them 
whenever you want to. We have certain 
corrupt newspapere here who put abroad a 
different notion, but they will not succeed. 

‘“*Tt te» said there is graft on the force. 
That is true, atid has been for forty yeagp 
But there has not been so litth graft in 
twenty-five years, But the great body is 
clean, the graft is confined to two or three 
districts in Manhattan, What exists else- 
where istrifiing. The grafting is confined to 
not more than fifty members. 

“ What disclosures have taken place have 
been forced by the police commissioner htm- 
self and by no one else.’’ 


Tells of Own Reform Work. 

Mayor Gaynor said when he entered office 
graft and crime were organized and safely 
ensconced, and that hea@s of police had 
been retiring as millionaires with yachts and 
automobiles. But he had made up his mind 
that this should cease. 

“Td like to know who goes out a militon- 
aire now,’’ he challenged. 

Mayor Gaynor then went on to tell what 
had been accomplished in the way of pojice 
reform. He had stopped the clubbing of cit- 
izens by the policg He said; he had decreased 
the number of“arreats by gaining the co- 
operation of the magistrates in issuing eum- 
monses; he had eliminated excise graft, he 
had stopped police grafting on dishonest 
pawnbrokers who had received stolen goods; 

had.eliminated the epecial police, many of 
whom, he said, had “ feet as big as children’s 
coffins and could be heard a mile”; he had 
stopped the indiscriminate entering of eift- 
izen# houses by police officers and the smash- 
ing of windows. ‘

President's Message Denounces Col- 
leagues as Rioting in 
Extravagance. 


SAVING GOES TO HELP THE POOR

‘For two years Cook county has beén on 
a financial debauch. “Never has the revenue 
been so large and never has the money of 
the taxpayer been so wantonly.squandered. 
In 1911 the annual revenne was $298,604.07 
greater than in 1910. 

‘Despite this fact, the county board spent 
$342,986.26 more than Hs income. The show- 
ing in 1912 is even woree. The revenue thie 
y*ar Wes graater than any time in the his- 
tory of the county, ambunting to $7,818,764, 
but in spite of this the county board spent 
$8,005,6086.40, or $186,842.40 more than ite in- 
come and $1,110,858.15 more than it spent in 
1911. 

‘As @ result of this reckless expenditure, 
the county was obliged to go into debt, and 
is in debt at the present time to the amount 
‘of $670,550, upon which it is paying 5 per cent 
interest. Of this tremendous expenditure, 
over onetralf,. or $1,119,386, was spent in in- 
creasing the salaries of employ ésaiready ad- 
mittedly. well padd and in pedding the pay 
rolis with a lot of practically useless post- 
tions. 

“I doubt if amy municipality ever suffered 
srom such a continuous performance of ex- 
travagance and got #0 little in return for the 
expenditure. 


Tells of Committee’s Work. 

“The finance committee went to work 
honestly, gseriousty, conscientiousty to pre- 
pare a budget according to the estimated 
available resources for the year. Being prac- 
tically all new members, it waea fesk of no 
sinall magnitude to prepare a budiget for an 
expenditure of $7,500,000.

Pujo Committee to Ask Restric- 
tion on Their Investments.

VIEW GIVEN BY ECONOMIST. 


For Fixed Ratio Between Commercial 
and Other Securities. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—-{Special.|— } 


There will be incorporated im the recom- 
mendations of the Pujo. committee's report 
a provision for draetic restriction of the 
privileges now enjoyed by netional banks 
to invest their funde in the securities of finan- 
cial, railroad, industrial corporations, or in 
state or municipal securities to the detri- 
ment of the popularity of comenercial paper. 

This point was brought out at today’s open 
session of the committee, when John V. Ho- 
gan of New York, an economist and stetisti- 
cian, gave tore than helf an hour's testi- 
mony illustrative of the mass of documen- 
tary evidence whieh wae submited and in- 
corporated in the hearings of the committee. 

According to Mr. Hogen’s tables there are 
certain national banks which by far excedd 
others in the matter of the ratio betweenthelr 
capitalization and.surplue, their deposits or 
their loans, and the amount of their funds 
which they invest for their own account in 
Wal street and other securities, ee against 
loans on strictly commercial paper. 


Aim to Establish Ratio. 

The committee will suggest legislation es- 
tablishing a ratio between commercial paper 
and securities of all kinds other than United 
States bonds, which may comprise the assets 
of national banks. 

It will also recommend a limitation upon 
the proportion of their assets which nationa) 
banks may invest in securities not listed on 
the stock exchange. 

The committee is counting on this recom- 
mendation to popularize its program of re- 
form with the stock exchange people. It is 
argued that thie Hmitation will force corpora- 
tions to list their securities on the exchenge 
and therefore will increase the legitimate 
business of the exchange members. At the 
same time, however, these outside stock is- 
sues will be forced to undergo the publichy 
relation which the committee intends to im- 
pose upon the stock exchange. 

Another radical recommendation to be made 
contemplates the reference of all securities 
issued in railway reorganizations to the inter- 
state commerce committee. The committee 
will recommend that an approval! of the inter- 
state comme¢roe committee be required on ali 
such securities before they shall be issued to 
the public. 


Figures Given to Committee. 

It appeared from Mr. Hogan's tables that 
2,211 national banks -held in thetr own ac- 
counts 100 per cent of their totai capital and 
surplus in Wall street securities; 1,222 heid 
200 per cent In such securities, 40 held suv 
per cent, 371 held 400 per cent, 213 held 500 
per cent, 188 held 600 per cent; 81 held 700 
per cent, 46 held 800 per cent, 28 held 900 
per cent, 17 held 1,000 per cent, and 8 held 
from 1,500 to 2,100 per oent. 

The names of the banks in which these 
prodigious ratios in favor of Wall street's 
securities as against commercial paper were 
placed, Were not @sclosed at the hearing. Air. 
Hogan's data was at once turned over to the 
public printer in order that it might be in- 
corporated in the report.

Will Hasten Ouster Suit. 

The dismissal of Greer and Tatge will prob- 
ably hasten the attempt to oust President 
McCormick from his position. The case is 
expected to be reached on the call of Judge 
Baldwin within a short time. In addition 
the session of Greer and Tatge yesterday 
was interpreted as a preliminary to such 
court action as they have threatened.

MRS. MUSSO FAINTS ON STAND 


Drops Unconscious as Testimony 
Nears Story of Slaying. 


SERIOUSLY ILL IN THE JAIL. 


Tells How She Toiled for Husband, 
Who Beat Her. 


Mrs. Peter Musso, charged with the murder 
of her husband. collapsed on the witnegs 
stand yesterday and epent the night under 
medical care in the hospital of the county jail. 
The trial will be resumed this morning if 
attending physicians decide that the de- 
féndant’s condition will carry her through 
the state's cross examination. 

Women in the courtroom wept while the 
witness sobbed as she told, in broken Png- 
lish, of ill treatment at the hands of the 
man she is charged with killing. Recesses 
were ardered twice while Mrs. Mueso was on 
the stand. 

During the first recess Mrs. Musso was 
taken into an ante-foom, where she cried 
hystérically for her child. She recovered 
her composure when she felt the arms of 
her 5 year old daughter Catherine about her 
neck. She resumed the stand, but was on 
the verge of tears throughout her'testimony. 


Traces Her Married Life. 

Attorney Bernard P, Barasga caljed Mrs. 
Musso to the stand shortly after the opening 
the afternoon session. Judge Cooper 
ruled that enough character witnesses haq 
been. examined. and asked that the defense 
begin to get down to the facts in the casa 

In a voice so low that some of the jurors 
were unable to hear, Mrs. Musso began the 
story of-her life: 

‘Tl was married on Dec. 8, six years ago. 
After five months We came toChicago. That 
was six years ago. We moved to Larrabee 
street in April, 1911. My husband worked at 
the freight house, but quit work a week be- 
Christmas. He didn’t work again for 
the next year and & half. 

‘“‘T went to work after the first month we 
were here and worked up to two months be- 
fore Catherine wae borm That was Feb. 20, 
1908. I was sick after that. I didn't feel 
good. I was weak. He said you go back to 
work. I was back at the tailor shop fifteen 
days after the baby wa® born.”’ 


Relates Clettenberg Incident. 

Mrs. Musso told of an incident in which 
Bernard Clettenberg, former alderman of 
the Twenty-second ward, figured and which 
seemed to arouse the jealousy of her husband. 
She said that her sister was sick across the 
street and that she prepared something for 
her to eat. Clettemberg’s office was on the 
first floor of the building occupied by the 
Mussos. She said Clettenberg was standing 
in the hall when she passed out with the food. 

“YT said, ‘Excuse me. Mr. Clettenberg, he- 
cause I want to pass,” as l walked downstairs. 
My baby was with me. My husband met me at 
the Goor. He said ‘ Hurry back.’ When I 
came back he gave mea dirty look. I asked, 
him what was the matter. He say, ‘ You 
know.’ I say ‘I don’t know.’ Heasked what 
for I give Mr. Clettenberg a sweet smile. I 
told him I didn't. He got mad and eaid I lie 
to him. 

‘* He said I was nota good woman. 
I wae not a true wife.” 


Mumbles Charges and Collapses. 

It Was in repeating these accusations in 
a quavering voice that Mrs. Musso lost 
control of her emotions after telling of the 
jealousies of her husband. 

Tt was after’the recital of her husband's 
treatment of her that she finally collapsed. 
If she goes on the stand today she will be 
asked to state how she killed her husband.

and Representative Underwood, progressive 
Democracy is hopeful of dominating) the next 
‘administration. 

Of the men certain of appointment in the 
Wilson cabinet, William Jennings Bryan of 
Nebraska, William G. McAdoo of New York, 
Louis Brandeis~f Massachusetts, Josephus 
Daniels of North Carolina, and Albert §&. 
Burleson of Texas, no question can be 
raised as to their progressive leanings. An- 
‘other man likely to be named, Chancellor E. 
R. Walker of New Jersey, is in the same 
category. 

It is said that the president elect has se- 
lected for the interior portfolio a man who 
will be satisfactory to the conservationists. 
He is not Gov. Norris of Montana, who has 
been prominently mentioned for this position. 
Charlies R. Crane of Chicago will not go into 
the cabinet, nor will A. Mitchell Palmer, who 
was offered the post of secretary of war but 
dGeciined it, preferring to serve as caucus 
chairman of the house of representatives and 
ome of the leaders of that body. 


Moore Chief Aid to Bryan. 

As Mr.. Bryan’s principal! aid in the state 
department President Wilson will appoint 
John Bassett Moore, one of the greatest 
authorities on international law. Mr. 
Moore served as assistant secretary of state 
during the Spanish war and was secretary of 
the commission which negotiated the treaty 
of peace with Spain. Mr. Moore's selection 
is attributed to the desire of the president 
elect to have in ti:« state department a con- 
servative man of experience. 

It is evident, from the determination to 
gend in the name of Mr. Moore simultaneous- 
ly with those of members of the cabinet, that 
Mr. Wilson intends to lose no time in filling 
all the important places in the executive de- 
partments. It is generally accepted that Mr. 
Burleson will be postmaster general, and in 
this case Josephus Daniels will be secretary 
ofthe naty. Louis Brandeis unquestionably 
will be secretary of commerce ané labor, un- 
less a department of labor is created, in 
which event he will be secretary of ccm- 
merce,

It does not look now as if Obadiah Gard- 
wer of Maine will be appointed secretary of 
egriculture. As a matter of fact, there ig 
little information here as to who will be 
named as the head of the agricultural depart- 
meni. Charlies W. Dabney, who Lives in 
Cincinnati, and who has hac a long career 
as @ university président and agricultural] 
scientist. and who was assistant secretary 
of the department of agriculture under the 
Cleveland administration. is said to be one 
of the men unéer consideration. 

Another agricultural scientist thought to 
have a g0o0d chance of getting the appoint- 
ment is Henry J. Waters, president of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 


CHARITY ASKS FOR $9,989,174 
_IN TWO APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


Largest Lump Sum Ever Requested for 
Any Purpore from the General As- 
sembly of Illinois. 

Springficic, IM., Feb. 26 —[Special.}]—The 
omnibus charities appropriation bills were 
introduced today in the senate by Senator 
O'Connor, chairman of the senate committee 
On appropriations, and in the houge by Rep- 
resentative Michael S. Fahy. 

The bills were prepared in the offices of 
the state board of administration and carry 
a total of $9,989,174, It is the greatest lump 
sum ever requested for any purpose by any 
bill or group of bills before an lilincis leg- 
isiature, 

They provide for the ordinary and extraor- 
dinary expenses of the eighteen state char- 
liable inslitutions for the two years begin- 
ning July 1. 1913. 

For 1918, the “ ordinary "’ bil! carries these 
items: For operating expens‘s $3,319,345. 
For 1914 the item is $3,755,624. For repairs 
and improvements, the 1913 item is $361.950, 
for 1914 it is $354.950. For care of grounds 
it is $32,200 for 1913, ind the same for 1914. 
The grand total of the “ ordinary” bill 
is $7,856,269. 

The grand total of the ‘‘ extraordinary ” 
bill, which applies to new buildings, is $2,082,- 
905. An appropriation of.$50,000 is included 
for a broom factory for the industrial home 
for the blind in Chicago 

Estimates for the operating expenses are 
based upon an anticipated population of the 
institutions for the year beginning July 1, 
1913 of 19,999 inmates and for 1914 of 20.645. 

One of the items in the Dunning list rec- 
ommended by Fiscal Superviseér Frank D. 
Whipp is for $38,000 for a tube#culosis san- 
itarium. This was disapproved by the board 
of administration and was ‘omitted. The 
beard also cut off $61,000 from the estimate

Suggests Sinking Fund to Wipe It Ont 
Within Twenty Years. 


Cc. Feb. 26.—President 
Taft today sent to congress his mich dis- 
cussed ‘“‘budget"' message. He recom- 
mended the adoption of a budget system of 
relating proposed expenditures to expected 
revenvues. 

The United States. he wrote, is the only 
great nation in the world which does not use 
the budget system, and in consequence It 
‘may be said ico be without plan or pro- 
gram.” . 

Congress in the last sundry civil bill direct- 
ed the secretary of the treasury to submit 
estimates hereafter in the old way. Mr. Taft 
pointed out that he had directed the secre- 
tary of the treasury to comply with the direc- 
tions of congress and also to send to him in- 
formation for a budget meesage 


Washington, 


Some of the Advantages. 
Some of the advantages of the budget sys- 
tem, as pointed out by the president, were: 

A means of locating responsibility for 
estimates in keeping with revenues. 

A means of allowing congress to see how 
much gross it will nave to spend before 
it begins appropriating for each depart- 
ment or detail of government machinery. 

It would furnish congress and the public 
with ready reference to reports and de- 
tailed records of account. 

It would produce an adequate organiza- 
tion for assembling and classifying in- 
foi maiion to be us¢din telling the country 
what has been done and of the govern- 
ments future needs. 

To aid in working with a well defined 
purpose in many bureaus hitherto organ- 
ized but directed under an inconsistent 
and ill defined program. 

To cancel the nation's debt through a 
ene fund and to eliminate the deficit, 
which is slowly growing. 


For Sinking Fund Commission, 

To carry out the budget pian, to reduce the 
ceficit and the fixed charges against the 
government the president proposed to create 
a sinking-fund commission to consist of the 
chairman of the finance committee of the 
senate, the chairman of the house ways and 
means committee, the attorney general and 
the secretary of the treasury, with the con- 
troller of the treasury as annual! auditor 
of the sinking fund account. 

To wipe out the national debt in twenty 
years after July 1, 1914, the president sug- 
gested that Congress set aside $45,000,000 
annually for that purpose. That would be 
$15,000,000 a year less than the present 
amount required by law. That fund should 
be invested in 3 per cent government bonds 
and in twenty years the $1,160,000,000 debt, 
the president says, would be retired. 


~AAsks for New Buildings, 

The president suggested the saving of the 
rent paid in Washington for buildings used 
by the government through the construction 
of new buildings to cost about $100,000,000, to 
be paid for through a period of twenty years. 

Of a reduction of the salary roll of the gov- 

ernment, amounting to about $6,500,000 an- 
nually, two-thirds, the president declared, 
would be saved by adopting his scheme. to 
classify what are now presidential appoint- 
ments. Almost $3,000,000 annually could be 
kept in government coffers through post- 
office department changes. The sum of §2,- 
000,000 would be cut from the pay roll, Mr. 
Taft continued, if there were a complete, 
executive reclassification of civil service em- 
pleyés. 
“With much hesitation,” the president 
recommends the orgenization of a budget 
committee of congress. It should act as a 
final clearing house through which al) the 
recommendations of committees having to do 
with revehues and expenditures would pass 
before they take the form of bills. 


NO CLUB LIFE FOR WILSON. 


President Elect Declines Invitation to 
Become a Member of the Ex- 
clusive Chevy Chase, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Preéident 
Elect Wilson has declined membership in the 
exclusive Chevy Chase club in Washington, 
to which President Taft, former President 
Roosevelt, practically every member of the 
diplomatic corps, and most of the high offi- 
clals of the government belong. 

Some time ago the board of governors asked 
Mr. Wilson to become an honorary member, 
which would have given him the club priv- 
ileges immediately. 

Mr. Wilson declined the lnvikaon. saying 


he expected to give up all his time in Wash- 
ington to public business.

Beat Browne Money Bills. 

The main excitement in the house this 
morning was the defeat of Lee O'Neill 
Browne, who sponsored two appropriation 
bills for Secretary of State Woods. One 
called for $60,000 and the other for $46,000 
for immediate expenses of the secretary's of- 
fice.

Report Asks Many Reforms. 

The report of the citizens’ committee, 
which bas been at work since Aug. 14, 1912, 
a few weeks after the Rosenthal murder, 
which, as the report states, “brought to a 
head the chronfe dissatisfaction of the citi- 
zens of New York with the policing of the 
city,’’ was presented to the legistative com- 
mittee at the beginning of the afternoon’s 
session by Allan H. Rebinson, chairman of 
the committee, and Bugene H. Outerbridge, 
a member. 

The ‘report is radical in its recommgnde- 
tions. It urges that the Sunday sale of 
liquor within restricted hours be legajized; 
that the Raines hotel law be repealed; 
that the control of the vice districts be taken 
from the regular police force and vested ina 
board of socta? welfare, to be appointed by 
the mayor and to serve without pay, that the 
commissionér of police be made a ten year 
office with a $15,000 salary; that the office of 
associate commissioner be created, this of- 
ficer to codédperate with the board of social 
welfare, and that the gambling laws be re- 
vieed and their enforcement vested in the 
board of social welfare. 

The committee is opposed to the segrega- 
tion of vice. 


Views of Hygiene Bureau. 

If an attempt is made to reorganize the 
New York police department through legis- 
lation John D. Rockefeller Jr. believes the 
experiences of European cities should be util- 
ized in framing the laws 

In a statement issued today on behalf of the 
bureau of social hygiene, Mr. Rockefeller 
asks that whatever remedial measures are 
taken now be of a tentative nature pending 
publication by the bureau of the results of its 
investigations. Raymond B. Fosdick, for- 
mer city commissioner of accounts, has been 
in Europe studying the police organizations 
of the British and continental cities and his 
reports, the statement says, will be published 
soon. These reports will deal with ‘‘ the se- 
cret of the excellence as well as the defects 
of the European police forces and the les- 
sons deducible from their experience.”’ 

The bureau of social hygiene came into 
existence about two years ago as the result 
of the work of the special grand jury, of 
which Mr. Rockefeller was foreman, appoint- 
ed to investigate the “ white slave ’’ traffic.

provides shall be classified, and who shall 
not within said period of four months 
have been removed for cause, shall be 
eligible, without the examination herein 
provided for, for the positions so held by 
them respectively. 
Representative Hull holds that this clause 

will stop wholesale removals in the county 

offices. 


For a Big Dry District. 


Representative Huston offered a bill to cre- 
ate a prohibition district of tour miles radius 
around the University of Illinois. It would 
affect the cities of Champaign and Urbana, 
now dry under the local option law, the new 
Illinois Central plant, two miles from Cham- 
paign, and several local manufacturing cen- 
ters.

Reviews Progress in Empire State. 

Cc. Gordon Reel, state superintendent of 
highways of New York, was the second 
speaker. Discuesing the referendum act by 
which the people of New York state some 
years ago voted a $50,000,000 bond issue for 
good roads, he said: 

‘At the close of business Dec. 81, 1912, we 
had in New York state 3,578 completed miles 
of highway and 1,627 under contract, thus 
assuring the people of the state 5,205 miles of 
first class roads. 

“ There stil} remains $2,423,000 unobligated 
of the origina! $50,000,000, which, at an aver- 
age of $10,000 per mile, will procure 242 more 
miles of good roads, making a tota! of 5,450. 

‘‘ At the end of 1918 we will have completed 
highways from New York City to Albany 
along the eastern line of the state, from New 
York City along each bank of the Hudeon 
river to Albany and thence on to the Cana- 
dian line; from New York City through the 
southern part of the state to Lake Erie: from 
Albany to Binghamton, to Buffalo, and a 
considerable mumber of highways of lesser 
length. 

Values Increased. 

“T.ocal pride is ateadily improving town 
and county systems. There are 80,000 miles 
ef public roads in the state. Of these, on 
Dec. 81 last, we had 8,500 miles macadamized: 
8.500 miles improved as gravel roads: 50,000 
miles shaped, crowned, and standardized as 
to width, and 6,000 more put fm safe condi- 
tion for travel. 

” All of this has come as a result of the agi- 
tation which started thirteen yeareago. And 
added to the thousand and one conveniences 
which have accrued, from marketing crops 
to the merest social pleasures, is the fact 
that property values have steadily increased 
along the lines of improved highways.”

The Presbyterian churches whose represen- 
tatives voiced the criticism number 2, 736,000 
members. Their “action is to be taken to the 
quadrennial meeting of the world alliance 
which meets in June next in Aberdeen, Scot; 
land. The alliance represents ninety re- 
formed churches numbering 36,000,000 ad- 
herents. 


These Voted for Resolutions. 

Among those who voted for the Montreal 
resolutions were the Rev. W. 8. Plumer 
Bryan, pastor of the Church of the Covtn- 
ant, Chicago; the Rev. W. H. Roberts, Phile- | 
deiphia; the Rev. H. C. Minton, Trenton, N. 
J.; and the Rev. D. G. Wylie, New York. The 
only dissenting vote was given by Raiph 
Prime, an elder in the Presbyterian church 
of Yonkers, N. Y. He said he was opposed to 
the entire scheme of social service. 

‘The report of the executive commission,” 
said the Rev. Mr. Bryan, ‘draws a clear dis- 
tinction between reformation and supernat- 
ural regeneration. The popition may be 
defined by a communication which the Rev. 
Nelson P. Dame, D. D., of Alexandria, Va., 
gent to the Outlook of New York in answer 
to its report of the meeting of the federal 
council held in Chicago. Dr. Dame said: 
‘If one may judge from your report the fed- 
eral council does not believe in that power 
from on high as applicable to the practical 
questions of the day, but does belleve de- 
voutly in human wisdom and political meth- 
ode as fully adequate for man’s deliverance.

“The local lodge asserts 
the bill is inimical to the welfare of the 
railroad men. 


According to Quin O’Brien, attorney for | 


Square Deal lodge of Chicago, and William 
FP, Flowers, George Finnegan, and Fred C. 
Caliger, who bring the suit, the proposed act 
would establish a scale of compensation that 
is too low, acting as a virtual repeal of 
the employers’ liability and safety appliance 
lawS paesed under the RooseveN ad- 
ministration. 


Row Over Legislative Agent. 
The center of the controversy is William J. 
Pinkerton, a member of the Chicago lodge, 
who wae removed as legisiative representa- 
‘tive last October, and promptly named as 
delegate to the San Francisco convention in 
May. Lee filed charges against him. Pink- 
erton was acquitted. Then Lee and others 
ordered the expuleion of Pinkerton, threat- 
ening, the local lodge claims, to revoke the 
charter if the member was not expelled. 
This brought the sult. It is asserted the 
injunction is necesrary to prevent Lee from 
carrying out kis threat, even if the order 
to expel Pimkerton was unconstitutional. 
Officers in Cleveland have been notified and 
instructed to appear for the argument on 
making the injunction permanent.

A NEW PICTURE OF HUERTA. 

Harry Lane Wilson, American ambassa- 
Ger to Mexico, a credulous observer of 
strange and aseassinous work of coincidence 
ie that retrograding country, suggests that 
the authorities at Washington make decent 
haste to recognize the new tyrants of a land 
long accustomed to tyranny. 

Mr. Wilson is either extremely credulous 
or he is in a panic. Huerta is plausible, evi- 
dently, only when he has the ear of the 
American ambassador. 

“The government is very earnest in its 
desire to obtain a judicial finding in the case 
of Madero.” ‘“ Gen. Huerta has informed 
me that Madero and Gustavo Madero at- 
tempted to murder him.” “The general 
says that Francisco I. Madero tried to as- 
gassinate him.” “Gen. Huerta had ad- 
vised Gustavo Madero to go home and ob- 
literate himself,” etc., etc. 

The pacific and humane intent of 
Huerta is strangled by the long arm of coin- 
cidence. Gustavo Madero is “ obliterated ”’ 
by an irresponsible captain and a squad of 
men. Huerta is devastated by grief. The 
purpose of the government had been to deal 
tenderly with Gustavo, and Huerta is ap- 
palled, contemplating the defeat of that 
purpose by a captain who assumed too much 
authority. 

Francisco Madero and José Pino Suarez 
are obliterated, and Huerta again bows his 
head to the inscrutable and inevitable, and 
Mr. Wilson finds him in this sorrow. A 
candid, innocent soul, Huerta makes all 
things plain. He shows Mr. Wilson a pro- 
scription list where Madero had written the 
games of persons to be shot. A humble 
police official remembers the orders he had 
to proceed with the executions. The orders 
were not written, but the humble police 
official remembers them well. 

Huerta had found cyanide of potassium 
in wine with which Gustavo Madero wished 
him to drink to the prosperity of the republic. 
Would Mr. Wilson care to see the bullet 
holes in the casement of the window to 
which Francisco Madero had sent him and 
there exposed him to the fire of hidden 
assassins? 

A person of unsuspected viciousness, of 
erue!l hatreds, violent passions, and murder- 
ous cunning was this Francisco Madero. 
The magnanimous Huerta would have pro- 
tected him, but when he marks a man for 
kindness and gentle treatment the long arm 
ef coincidence takes that man and throws 
him into gun fire, and that man dies, and 
“people of the meaner sort” come timidly 
to build a crude mound of stones where he 
died and to place candles on it. 

Mr. Wilson contemplates this devastating 
work of a fate which befalls all the men 
whom Huerta fears or hates, but to whom 
he would be kind, and he sits a sympathetic 
observer of Huerta’s great, almost overpow- 
ering grief. 

Was ever a despot so beset or an ambas- 
sador so commiserate? Would Mr. Wilson 
suggest that President Taft send a message 
of condolence to Huerta, expressing the 
sympathy of the American nation for him 
in the great sorrow in which he has been en- 
guifed? Something more than a cold and 
formal recognition of the new government of 
Mexico is needed in this case. 

Let us set the facts straight and then do 
justice. Madero planned a genera! butchery 
at the time the beneficiaries of his clemency 
were being released to overthrow his admin- 
istration. Madero endeavored to assassinate 
the man whose position to the moment of 
his treachery revealed Madero’s complete 
trustin him. Madero was killed by his own 
partisans in a street encounter in which 100 
men fired at each other at close quarters for 
twenty minutes and left two dead—Madero 
and Suarez. 

And Huerta? The saintliness of Louis 
IX., the gallantry of Leonidas, the tender- 
ness of Sidney, the impeccability of Bayard, 
the loyalty of Oliver, the probity of Regulus. 

If Mr. Wilson were endowed with the 
eloquence.of Antony, Huerta, standing hurt, 
but innocent, with the other great victims of 
popular error and injustice, might escape 
the pillory of public opinion and be recog- 
nized for his sweetness, charity, and kind- 
ness.

THE MUNICIPAL PRIMARIES. 

Things are so confused in the local 
Democracy that whether the Hon. Roger 
C. Sullivan makes another of his expensive 
and futile attempts to get out of politics and 
wins a primary or whether the H. & H. 
Jeffersonians succeed in leading him up to 
the place marked “ Exit,” it matters but 
little. 

Each brand of eggs occasionally includes 
a good one, but both are properly under 
suspicion. Therefore, although in at least 
one instance the H. & H. city ticket offered 
a better recommended candidate than the 
Sullivan ticket, grief over the defeat of the 
former is tempered by philosophy. 

When in the aldermanic contests the 
city hall faction can support so extraordinary 
a patriot as the Hon. Manny Abrahams 
while endeavoring to defeat the equally 
peculiar Stanley Kunz it is vain to search 
for satisfactory motives. For whatever 
damage may be done the city by the success 
of one faction there is part compensation in 
the injuries received by the other. 

In the aldermanic contests the success 
of Ald. Ellis Geiger, Democrat, in the Twen- 
ty-first ward, and of former Ald. Bernard W. 
Snow, Republican, in the Seventh ward, was 
among the gratifying results. 

A light vote was cast throughout the city, 
probably because of a reaction from the 
rigors of the fall campaigning and because 
there was no contest in the primaries suffi- 
ciently conspicuous to arouse genera! inter- 
est. From the tickets as they emerge from 
the primary election wide awake citizens in 
the municipal election can select fair to good 
material for the council if they will watch 
their own interests. 

It is to be noted that County Judge John 
E. Owens pronounces the primary another of 
the justly celebrated demonstrations of pur- 
ity and precision, which observation will be 
recorded for what it is worth until the re- 
count of the Hoyne-Rinaker-Cunnea vote 
has straightened out that other justly cele- 
brated demonstration of the same virtues. 


A BUDGET REVISED. 

President McCormick's veto message ac- 
companying his return of a part of the county 
budget to the county board for the further 
consideration of that amiable and precise 
body is a bit fiery as a fiscal document, but 
his general reasoning that a wasteful! distri- 
bution and extravagant appropriation of 
funds is a direct injustice to the important 
work of the county as custodian of the ill, 
infirm, and impoverished is incontrovertible. 

If more than $156,000 a year is useleasly 
given in salaries the county is extravagantly 
organized to perform its work. That and 
other money wasted is money raised not for 
pay rolls but for humanitarian service. The 
men who oppose the president in his en- 
deavor to obtain economical management 
may mistake the noise in a gallery packed 
by pay rollers for the approval of an ap- 
plauding public, but when the citizens under- 
stand that one set of men on the board are 
interested in saving the money raised by 
taxation and the other set is determined to 
waste it, the verdict will not be open to a 
reasonable doubt. .

DERMOIDS. 

OT infrequently in the developing 
child some part of the machinery wiil 
not work just right. When two plates 
are due to grow toward each other 
along an edge they may not get to- 

gether at all and a cleft persists after birth, 
or one may get there first and turn in to 
grow into the underlying tissue or some 
other accident may happen. Many things 
are responsible for the location of these de- 
velopments.

Bland Sut- 
ton says these smal] benign congenital tu- 
mors are prone to develop in the locations 
on the face where dimples occur.

Littl tabs like those sometimes found 
hanging on the throats of men are most 
abundant on the necks of certain breeds of 
hogs, sheep, and goats. In fact, the old 
Greek statues of the faun always showed 
these little tumors on the neck. 

Around the ears these tumors are fre- 
quently found. The essential part of the 
hearing apparatus is the part inside the 
head. The flap that is stuck on the outside 
is a good deal of an afterthought anyway. 
Therefore, nature just slaps it on regard- 
less. Being made about resting time, the 
muscles are suggestions only and the ridges 
run sometimes one way and sometimes an- 
other. 

On the ear and near it dermoids are fre- 
quently found—little lumps, bumps, or tabs 
on the cheek in front of the canal. The lit- 
tle elevation normally present is the tragus 
and an additional tab is called an accessory 
tragus or one on the outside rim and some 
times with a tuft of hair attached. 


~~ 
Another one frequently found is the little 
molelike body, sometimes with a few hairs, 
on. the cheek about an inch from the corner 
of the mouth. It is not coincidence that 
similar tubercles are almost the rule on the 
jaws of terriers and some other dogs. 
Wherever, in the development of the face, 
plates grow together these tumors are liable 
to be found. We frequently find small ele- 
vations at the outer corner of the eve just 
below the end of the eyebrows or on the side 
of the nose at the inner corner of the eye. 
If the nose plates have not come together 
right the tumor develops on the bridge of 
the nose. 


~ 

If the trouble was where the nose plates 
joined the face the tumors will grow at the 
side of the face about midway between the 
eye and the mouth. This is the explanation 
of the tuft of hair which sometimes develops 
on the nose at its tip or along the ridge. 

The most important of these defects are 
those that develop in the lips and the palate. 
Some of these are overgrowths from which 
tumors develop. Much more important are 
those abnormalities in which the plates fail 
to grow together. In consequence the de- 
veloping bones and soft tissues push the tis- 
sues farther apart and harelip and cleft pal- 
ate result. As Brophy teaches us, these de- 
fects result not because there is not enough 
tissue, but because the edges have not 


— 


grown together, and, therefore, the tissues 
are not held in place.

SEE YOUR PHYSICIAN, 

B. L. W. writes: “ Will you kindly inform 
me whatis a tapeworm?

1. Tapeworms are peculiar in that each segment 
or joint feeds itself and is filled with eggs from 
which new worms can develop. The worm gtTows 
by developing new joints from the head and neck 


_ to take the place of these which break off con- 


stantly. 

2 and 3.: The eggs are eaten by other animals— 
for example, by hogs. In the hog the eggs hatch 
and the young worms get into the muscles te 
make measly pork. Men eat the young worm in the 
“measle’’ in eating raw or underdone infected 
pork. The young worm hooks on to the intestinal 
wall-and begins to grow segments filled with eggs. 

4. By finding the segments. A segment is half 
as large as a finger nail, is fat in shape, and white 
and meaty in appearance. 

5. Have your physician direct you. The elab- 
orate preliminary treatment is more important 
than the vermifuge.

Lord Desborough as president of the 

Olympic council, that is to say, of the 

principal all around athletic organiza- 
tion in Great Britain, is the Anak of the 
house of lords, his stature exceeding that of 
every other member of that body. 

Of the nobles of his rank he is undoubtedly 
the one whose presence is most imposing 
and most dukely. 

He is, however, poor—that is to say, as 
dukes go—and sacrificed a fortune which he 
would otherwise have inherited from his 
uncle owing to his persistence in marrying 
against the wishes of that kinsman a charm- 
ing Canadian woman of Scotch extraction 
and of excellent family. The sole objection 
to her was the fact that she had no fortune 
and was earning heg own living as a gov- 
ernees.

The duchess is the most versatile and per- 
haps the cleverest of the wearers of the 
strawberry leaves, has been a frequent mag- 
azine contributor, has composed a number 
of successful songs, and like her husband 
rides, drives, hunts, and shoots well. 

The one sorrow of this singularly well 
matched couple, who not long ago celebrated 
their silver wedding, ts that they have no 
children, owing to which the dukedom will 
pass at the duke’s death to his brother.

When the new conductor took charge 
of the car I stepped out on to the rear 
platform and as a point of information 
I asked him if I could transfer in the 
opposite direction after once changing 
my course, if I asked for a special. He 
became angry about the matter when | 
began to corner him, and said in a con- 
temptuous way that a special was only 
issued from a cash transfer. 

I tried to point out to him that a spe- 
cial transfer would be utterly uncalled 
for if one had a cash transfer and 
wanted to go in either of two onward 
directions. I finally found myself help- 
less to do anything about the matter, and 
I was told in a very ungentlemanly way 
to go on in the car and sit down.

The quarantine at 6020 Ellis avenue was made 
safe by sealing off the lower front roome, ig 
which the patient was located. 

The persons living upstairs were not In contac 
with those in the infected part of the house ang 
were permitted to go about their business. 

The card was put on the inside door, which wag 
kept locked,’ because our officer found the ou. 
side door standing open and knew if it were placed 
on that door it would be swung back out of sight, 
The inner door was the locked door, and no one 
could enter the house without seeing the cand. 
Entering the vestibule would be safe. The warn. 
ing card shoul be placed on the outside unless 
it will serve the purpose of warning better by 
being placed elsewhere. Our health officer thought 
it would be more bikely to be seen by those trying 
to enter the house if he placed it on the inne 
door, which was the one kept locked. This 
his only reason for so placing the card. It would 
have been just as easy to have posted K on the 
outer door. 

In flat buildings the card is placed inside og 
the door of entrance to the flat where the patient 
je querantined. The rule is to place the warning 
card on the outside door to houses. The object is 
to warn any who may try to enter the house. Br- 
ceptionaliy, the card on the inner door woulé 
serve the purpose as well or better than on the 
outer door which hes no lock and might be kept 
open, so the card would not warn vieltors. Ths 
card is not needed to warn those who pass by.

FRIEDMANN ‘CURE’ 


Large Office Will Be Opened in 
New York for Treatment 
of Sick. 


RUSH TO GET RELIEF. 


German  Sceientist’s Brother 
Denies Reeeipt of Any 
$1,000,000 Offer. 


New York. Feb. 26.—[Special.]—Dr. Fried- 
erich Franz Friedmann, the young Berlin 
physician who came to this country to dem 
onstrate his belief that he has discovered a 
cure for tuberculosis, worked overtime today 
receiving medical men and making prelimi- 
nary plans for his campaign. 

Although an offer was made by more than 
one hospital to place facilities at his disposal 
for the treatment of patients, it was an- 
nounced by Dr. Friedmann’s secretary, 
Charles De V. Hundt, that a suite of rooms 
in an office building in a central part of 
the city will be rented for the reception and 
treatment of rich and poor who are suffer- 
ing from the dread disease. 

Dr. Friedmann purchased today $200 
worth of supplies necessary for the manu- 
facture of his cultures, the original germ 
of which came from one turtle and has been 
handed down by several generations of tur- 
tles, and he expects to be ready to begin his 
first experiments in America in the near fu- 
ture. 


Many Eager for Treatment. 

There will be no dearth of patients. Dr. 
Friedmann received over 100 létters today 
from tubercular patients all over the coun- 
try, or from their family doctors, pleading 
with him for treatment. Dozens of physi- 
ans called at the hotel on similar missions. 

The United States government has made 
arrangements to send Dr. M. H. Foster of 
the marine hoemtal service and another rep- 
resentative from Washington tomorrow 
morning to take imemediate steps for an offi- 
cial test of Dr. Frie@mann’s remedy by the 
government 

According to Dr. Arthur Charles Henry 
Friedmann of Colorado Springs, the Berlin 
physician's brother, Dr. Friederich Franz 
Friedmann will act as a consulting physi- 
cian while he ie in this country, which will 
not make & neceerary for him to geta license 
here. 

‘Dr. Friedmann will prefer to treat pa- 
tients with their family phyesicians,”’ he 
said. ‘We have had a large mumber of 
physicians offer their services as assimants, 
and we will accept the services of as many 
as we need. They have offered to help free 
of charge, as it will be a great thing for 
them io learn the treatment.”’ 

Tells of Visible Success. 

In the matter of tuberculosis of the knee 
and other visible cases of tuberculosis. Dr. 
Friedmann said that his brother's serum, 
which is injected, but not injected locally, 
has the effect of discharging the disease 
germs as if they were scraped out with @ 
spoon,”’ and also absorbs the pus. 

Discussing the offer of Banker Charles A. 
Finlay of $1,000,000 to Dr. Friedmann if he 
would cure % out of 100 cases by his treat- 
ment, Dr. Arthur Friedmann said:

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WOMEN ATTACK 
GARBAGE MUDDLE 
Club Urges Rejection of Bids 


and Demands Modern Meth- 
ods of Disposal. 


CALL CHICAGO LAGGARD. 


Miss Mary E. McDowell Asserts 
Other Communities Are 
Far Ahead. 


The Woman's City club has deciared Itself 
fn on the fight over the renewal of the gar- 
bage contract to the Chicago Reduction com- 
pany, and has forwarded to the finance com- 
mittee of the city council a copy of resolu- 
tions urging rejection of all bids and a thor- 
ough investigation looking toward modern 
treatment of the question. The resolutions 
read: 

Whereas, Acting City Engineer Henry 
A. Allen has given an opinion that the 
best interests of the city will be served by 
rejecting all the bids for garbage disposal, 
and then In @ thoroughly syetematic man- 
ner having made a competent, compre- 
hensive engineering report, involving all 
conditions attendant upon the production, - 
storage, collection, delivery, and dis- 
posal of garbage, rubbish, ashes, and 
sewage; and, 

Whereas, This problem is an engineer- 
ing problem and readily possible of defi- 
nite solution; and, 

Whereas, The disposal of garbage is 
only a part of the problem of caring ade- 
quately for the city waste, and the dis- 
posal problem in Chicago cannot be prop- 
erly solved without the knowledge of its 
effect upon the collection service, and re- 
lation to that service; now, therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the finance committee 
of the city counc!] be requested to urge a 
thorough investigation covering the en- 
tire subject of the home care, collection, 
and disposal of garbage and waste of the 
city, and that an adequate appropriation 
be mace to this end. 


Women Attended Meetings. 

Members of the club's city waste commit- 
tee, consisting of Mrs. Hannah G. Solomon, 
Miss Mary E. McDowell, and Miss Anna EB. 
Nicholes, have regularly attended the 
finance committee meetings when the 
garbage contract was under consideration, 
as well as maintaining an enthusiastic cam- 
paign among other woman's clubs and civic 
organizations generally. Their motto is: 
** What science takes hold of will come out 
beauty.” 

“ The Woman's City club wants a study of 
the garbage subject made by the city bureau 
of efficiency,” said Miss McDowell, who is 
head of the University settlement, 4630 Gross 
avenue. ‘“ This should cover collection as 
well as disposal. Minneapolis has a good 
system, which begins at the sink and ends 
in the production of electric light and power. 
It is not up to the standard set in Germany 
and England, but it is better than that of 
Chicago and most other American cities, 

“ Our opinion is that the aldermen are at 
fault. They want to keep the disposal and 
colelction problems separate. 

“Why? Because collection, from the con- 
tractor to his horses, is a politica! party 
question. 

“When Mr. Busse was mayor the horses 
‘were Republican and wore the party har- 
ness. When Mr. Harrison was elected the 
horses became Democrats because their 
drivers were changed. Also they were per- 
quisites of the ward aldermen. 


Reduction Plant Advised. 

**Chicago spends $2,000,000 yearly in dis- 
posing of its garbage, and in a most archaic 
and offensive manner, when by the expendi- 
ture of $300,000 it could erect a fine reduc- 
tion plant. This city is getting a class of 
citizens that will not long put up with that 
etate of things. I do not know what gar- 
bage costs Chicago, but I do know how much 
the people spend.’’ 

The Woman's City club presents as a good 
average the city controller’s report on gar- 
bage for 1900, which shows the following fig- 
ures:

The club, after exhaustive égelving into 
statistics, asserts the cost of garbage col- 
» lection in Chicago is 45 per cent greater 
than in New York, although it has less than 
half the population and one-third the ton- 
nage. New York owns its collection plant, 
horees, wagons, and stables, and the work 
is done with comparatively little regard for 
politics. | 


Another Report Cited. 
A recent committee report of the associa- 


tion of commerce is cited in’ support of the |! 


; 


| Woman's City club's contentions. It reads: 
“Tt ts the opinion of your special com- 
mittee that the first and most important 
consideration is to dispose of garbage and 
other waste in the most sanitary manner 
and as quickly as possible, regardless either 
of the value of the waste or the cost of the 
’ disposal. We aleo found the most expen- 
sive element in the disposal of city waste 
is its collection, and the manner of its 
collection is also offensive to the people.” 

Miss McDowell investigated the systems in 
Germany and England for the Woman's City 
club and on this latier point sald: — 

* Chicago must not make the mistake of 
Glasgow, which fifteen years ago led in 
garbage collection and disposal and now 
has fallen behind because the municipality 
would not spend enough money to keep 
abreast of the times. The initial expense 
is always the greatest. 

“In my opinion, Chicago should have one 
reduction and about ten rubbish incineration 
plants. Here in Chicago they will tell you 
incineration is a failure because they once 
tried with some cheap hodge podge affair. 


* Yet the experience of both England and Ger- 


many for thirty years is that it is the only 
disposal system from the standpoint of both 
sanitation and economy. That is the same 
view held in Minneapolis, Columbus, and 
Cleveland. 


How It Works in Bavaria. 

“Furth, Bavaria, a city of 187,000, is a 
good example of what proper garbage hand- 
ling has done. Originally conditions were 
very bad, but the city-government in 1909 
put in the latest English and German meth- 
ods, and in one year the plant had paid ex- 
penses. The garbage was reduced to cinders 
and used for paving and electric power. 


There was nothing offensive in the treat- 
ment, though the plant is close to many 
homes, as the intense heat of the high tem- 
perature furnaces burned even the odors 
and the smoke. 

“In Furth the collection is made by metal 
auto wagons tightly closed, and what a dif- 
ference it is between them and the offensive, 
unsightly, and disease carrying wagons thet 
spill Chicago’s garbage over its streets. 

“This ward, the Twenty-ninth, ‘back of 
the yards,’ has for twenty years had a pro- 
cession of wagons passing down Gross ave- 
nue to dump the stockyards and other refuse 
in clayholes. Often there is a file of stained 
and unwashed wagons outside saloons. The 
drivers drink inside and the files, worst of 
disease carriers, spread themselves over the 
neighborhood. The wagons are sometimes 
more disgusting empty than full. 


False. Economy, She Says. 

“Tt is false economy for Chicago to per- 

mit {ts present dumping conditions. From 
1908 to 1912 the Unitarian church, the health 
department, the Visiting Nurse and Infant 
Welfare associations, and the University 
settlement tried to bring the baby death 
rate down in this section. The health de- 
partment was the only aid given us by the 
city. 
“Nurses broke down in their struggle to 
save the babies, but their efforts were not 
in vain. The death rate had been one in 
every three born, but it was cut'to one in five 
This was all we got after all the work and 
money, and the suffering of motherhood. 
The baby death rate in the Twenty-ninth 
ward even now is 27 per cent higher than 
Chicago as a whole. And ail this ts caused 
by the flies from the garbage. 

“ Last year out of 271 babies born ‘ back 
of the yards’ only 33 died and allof these ex- 
cept 7 were in families which had not been 
instructed to keep out the flies. 

‘One lawyer before the council finance 
committee naively said ‘there would always 
be one district in every large city where there 
were stockyards, rendering plants, etc.’ Buch 
a sentiment in a city Ike Chicago will bea 
worse condition to get rid of than the gar- 
bage dumps. It has too long been the policy 
of Chicago not to care what became of * back 
of the yards’ as jong as the Lake Shore 
drive and Hyde Park Were)! right. 


Amount of Refuse Growing. 

“ The amount of refuse in Chicago is grow- 
ing to such an extent that it will soon. be a 
problem where to dump it. We can’t doit in 
the lake. It is very insanitary to pick over 
the garbage, and in a few years there is sure 
to be a big row about it. Chicago’s garbage 
is 15 per cent of all its waste, while ashes 
furnish 63 per cent, street sweepings 6 per 
cent, and general refuse about 12 per cent. 

“One judge living in Hyde Park had no 
idea where the garbage from his home went. 
He found that it was dumped over here on a 
new plot of ground. This forced residents of 
near by cottages to move. When he discov- 
ered the condition, he issued an injunction 
forbidding further dumping, and eventually 
the health department was forced to disin- 
fect the dump. 

‘The remedy for our garbage and dump- 
ing conditions Hes in sclentific treatment. 
When the packers want to make a change in 
the yards they put a scientific man:to work 
making investigations before installing the 
changes. That is the basis on which Chicago 
should work."’

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TAX RELIEF FIGHT 


Citizens’ Committee Passes 
Resolutions Demanding 
Change.in Juul Law. 


RIDDLE PRESENT SYSTEM. 


Votes in Favor of $2,800,000 
Bond Issue; Campaign to 
Begin at Once. 


Eleven civic and commercia! organizations 
yesterday declared in favor of amending the 
Juul law and approving the proposed bond 
issue Of $2,880,000 to straighten out Chicago's 
tangled financial condition. In addition ten 
of these same bodies went on record as favor- 
ing the proposed constitutional amendment 


covering the Illinois tax laws and the pro-- 


posed consolidation and tax levy bill. 

This action was taken at a meeting of the 
citizens’ committee appointed by Mayor 
Harrison to assist the committees on finance 
and judiciary and legislation tn securing the 
passage of legislation to relieve municipal 
financial conditions, 


on Resolutions. 

The following bodies were represented: As- 
sociation of Commerce, board of trade. Civic 
Federation, Chicago plan commission, Citi- 
zens’ association, Commercial club, Indus- 
trial club, Chicago real estate board, Cook 
county real estate baord, City club, and cham- 
bers of commerce of the United States. 

With the exception of the City club, which 
Presented resolutions of its own, these or- 
ganizations all indorsed the following reso- 
lutions: 

‘* Whereas, the present financial! emergency 
of the city of Chicago is obviously due to 
an antiquated and impractical system of laws 
relating to the assessment, levy, and distri- 
bution of taxes: therefore 

“ This committee believes that relief should 
be provided by not only temporary but fun- 
damental changes in the existing system, 
and accordingly approves and indorses the 
proposed constitutional amendment in refer- 
ence to taxation in the state of Illinois and 
indorses the proposed consolidation and tax 
levy bill for the city of Chicago substantially 
In accord with charter bill No. 1 as afford- 
ing permanent remedies for the existing de- 
piLorable and unworkable conditions; and also 
approves the proposed bond issue of $2,880.- 
QUO by the city of Chicago to provide for the 
deficit of 1912; and further approves an 
amendment to the Juul law to afford relief 
in the meantime for the city’s finances.” 

City Club Action Separate. 

The City club resolutions omy favored 
amending the Juul law and issuing the bonds. 

Mayor Harrison, Controller Traeger, Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton, and Ald. Richert, 
Chairman of the finance committee, were the 
only city officials present.

Ht 
is believed that in many instances the change 
of street names will be a neighborhood calam- 
ity, sweeping. out of existence the memories of 
early citizens who built the soundations of the 
city. 

“It is suggested that where it is advisable 
to number the old streets to give definite 
ideas of distance from the heart of the city 
the number might be hyphenated to the old 
name and the historical note preserved.”

How to Make a Fireless Cooker. 


The following directions are for a fireless 
cooker costing about one-tenth of what factory 
made cookers .cost. Purchase the following ar- 
ticles: A wooden pail, 10 cents; asbestos, 20 
cents: mineral wool, five pounds, 25 cents. 

Line sides and bottom of pail with asbestos 
paper, tacking it well all around, then make a 
eylinder small enough to leave a space of two 
inches when placed inside the.pail. Fill space 
with mineral wool, first mixing the mineral 
wool with water enough to make a stiff paste. 

Place a round plece of asbestos at bottom. 
Make two pads, one to cover entire cooker and 
one the size of cylinder—the latter to be used 
only when cooking only one dish. These pads 
are made of mineral wool, a heavy cardboard to 
fit, and covered with heavy goods. Place a tin 
or granite plate at bottom to catch any water 
which may accidentally spill. 

A granite or tin pail with snug cover will do 
well for cooking the food. The pail must fit

But Zorn is not the only distinguished artist 
répresented. In the Swedish rooms, since we 
have begun there, are also Bruno Liljefors, 
probably the ablest Mving painter of wild ani- 
mals and birds; Carl Larsson, whose pictures of 
ehildhodd combine naive truth with a certain 
fairy tale magic; .Gusteaf A. Fijaestad, whose 
study of arctic winter effécts hag béen more 
exhaustive, probably; than that of any other 
artist; and those two original and poétic paint- 
érs of northern landscapés, Otto Hesselbom and 
Princé Eugen,

Each of these painters is fairly though not 
always variously represented. We should like 
more of Liljefors especially; “The Foxes” is 
admirable, but we have none of his thrilling 
pictures of wild birds in flight. Carl Larsson 
also is a man of many moods, though here we 
have but one. Fjaestad shows us the winter 
magic of frosted treetops, snowy fields, rushing 
waters under clear, cold, richly colored sun- 
shine. And the landscapes of Hesselbom and 
Prince Eugen present with intense sincerity dif- 
ferent phases of the brooding melancholy of 
long northern twilights over wide spaces of 
land and water. | 

Swedish sculpture also is very much alive, 
especially the small bronze and marble figures 
of Carl Milles. And there are some marvelous 
little caricatures of peasant life carved in wood 
by that self-taught peasant, Axel Pettersson. 

The Norwegian rooms offer fewer artists of 
assured distinction and more experimenters in 
some of the new fields. Of these latter is Ed- 
ward Munch, whose six oa suggest pene- 
trating human sympathy and a searching but 
not always fully expressive love of color. “ The 
Sick Child” has a certain poignancy of tender- 
ness, while one or two others show a feeling 
for structural composition.

In the Danish gallery the large “ Youth and 
Sunshine” by J. F. Willumsen dominates the 
room, This is a sunny seashore group of nude 
boys leaping into the surf, remarkable for its 
intense and convincing action and for violent 
color which is less convincing. “A Mother's 
Dream,” by the Bame artist, is too earthy for 
its starry setting; here and elsewhere he mis- 
takes flare for richness of color. Other inter- 
esting Danish pictures are portraits by Sigurd 
Swane and Dinar Nielsen and the smooth gray 
studies of architecture by Vilhelm Hammershoi.

When I see sales on remnants I go down and 
buy enough goods for about six dresses, which 
will last the children through the winter sea- 
son. I make their clothes myself, w ich I save 

a great deal of money on.. I can make about 
ie dresses for the cost of one in the stores. 
I make their dresses plain and neat. I also 
watch the sales on small pieces of silks and 
velvets to trim them with. 

I make aprons for the children so they can 
keep their dresses clean and wear them another 
year. I make my Own house dresses, aprons, 
etc. I buy two good dresses when they are on 
sale for going out with.

In trying to have the necessities of life, some 
of its pleasure, and still have a margin over my 
husband’s salary has taken a great deal of plan- 
ning and management. I found that I was not 
cooking as wisely as I should. I used dishes 
too large for the amount I needed for the fam- 
ily, so I bought basins and bake dishes just 
the right size and manage to have no leftovers 
unless it is intentional. In meats I buy good 
cuts and larger than is necessary for one meal, 
as a large cut is always nicer than a small 
one and we are fond of hashes, chop sueys, meat 
pies, meat balis, etc. Vegetables I buy in the 
fall when cheap, also apples, and make my own 
preserves and pickles.

UNITED STATES CRITICISED 
FOR BREAKING ITS TREATIES. 


Former Admiral Stockton Advocates 
Stronger Navy and Deplores Viola- 
tion of Compacts by Country. 


The United States yesterday was criticised 
em the point of breaking International treat- 
fes in an address by Rear Admiral Charles H, 
Stockton, U. 8. N., retired, before the stu- 
@ents and faculty of the University of Chi- 
eago in Mandel hall. Admiral Stockton ad- 
yocated an increase of the navy for the pro- 
tection of the Panama canal, the Ameri- 
can interests in. Mexico, the protection of 
the coasts, and the enforcement of the Mon- 
voe doctrine. 

** We must mend our manners in the great 
family of nations,” he said, “‘and in the 
meanwhile contend for a stronger navy for 
the preservation of international peace. 

“The violation of treaties is a serious of- 
fense and our open violation of them led 
the late Ambassador John Hay to state that 
the United States could no longer make treat- 
»s because it had so consistently violated

According to Dr. Kirby’s testimony 
Cummings introduced Bartzen to Dr. Kirby 
on the day the alleged contribution was paid. 


Cummings Assails Brennan. 

Cummings admitted that he had visited the 
Kirby bank several times shortly before the 
crash came, but denied that Bartzen’s cam- 
paign was ever mentioned or that he had 
talked with Kirby about the bonding of coun- 
ty employés. He said he called at the bank 
with Thomas Conroy, head of the Conroy 
Boiler works, who was e customer of the 
bank. 

Cummings took occasion to express his opin- 
fon of George E. Brennan, a Sullivan sup- 
porter. Dr. Kirby had testified that Bartzen 
told him Brennan was handling the county 
bonding business and that the latter was 
not friendly with the Bartzen régime. In 
response to a question Cummings said: 

“Don't consider Brennan in my clase at 
all. I associate only with gentlemen.” 


SAY GRAIN WEIGHING ERRORS 
COST SHIPPERS $500,000 YEAR. 


Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
Told by Witnesses of Penalties Chica- 
go Operators Suffer by Methods, 


Witnesses yesterday told Commerce Com- 
missioner Charles A. Prouty that the grain 
interests of Chicago, alone annually suffer a 
loss of $500,000 in penalties and actual loss 
of grain because of inaccuracies tn the weigh- 
ing of cars. 

Traffic Manager Hopkins of the board of 
trade suggested as a remedy that the rail- 
roads erect small elevators at team tracks 
and that immediate relief be granted through 
a systern of weighing under the jurisdiction

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MARKET TONE IMPROVES. 


Wall Street and Chicago Brokers 
See No Fear for Legiti- 
mate Business. 


There was further improvement in the gen- 
eral securities ‘market yesterday based in 
large part on stock exchange gossip regard- 
ing the tone of the forthcoming inaugural 
address of President Elect Wilson. The 
rumors among brokers and Wall street peo- 
ple were that the message was likely to 
contain reassurance that legitimate busi: ‘ss 
would not suffer under the incoming admin- 
istration. The reports of course were simply 
guess-work but they had their effect on 
prices. 

However, after the period of weakness that 
had obtained there was room for an upturn 
in prices and sentiment. Chicago North- 
western common sold on Tuesday at 132 
which was but six points above the low price 
touched by the stock in the panic of 1907. 
Baltimore and Ohio, paying 6 per cent, has 
been selling afound par and lower. These 
are only instances of the low prices to which 
first class stocks have sagged. 

Again, it was noticed that small investors 
were in the market and this rightly afforded 
a basis for improved sentiment. The entire 
market was ready for a change and an up- 
turn was generally welcome and encouraged. 


Weakness in Edison. 

On the local stock exchange weakness de- 
veloped in Commonwealth Edison in face of 
strength in other issues. For the first time 
in months there was a large selling order 
in the stock and the price declined to 140. 
Nearly all the buying was by one firm which 
usually stands under the market when the 
stock grows weak. 

Booth Fisheries shares while dealt in spar- 
ingly showed declines. There was no news 
to account for the weakness. 

Pacific Gas and Electric common made a 
new low record ati8. Evidently the inten- 
tion of the company to put out more bonds, 
this time debentures, instead of a mortgage 
issue, has been construed unfavorably. 

Union Carbide stock had a good recovery 
advancing about seven points over Monday’s 
Prices. There was some bidding for the 
shares while the offerings were light. Sears- 
Roebuck common also had an upturn. The 
buying was from a new crowd in the market. 

Chicago Railways series 1 and 2 certifi- 
cates were fractionally higher though the 
business wag small. There was good trad- 
ing in the bond department with smal! price 
changes, 


London Predicts Improvement. 
London financial opinion as interpreted by the 


‘ London Statist is that with the conclusion of peace 


in the Balkans there will be a marked revival in 
the markets following the ease in money. The 
Statist, covering the present situation, says: 

“It ts to be recollected that money fa scarce 
and dear; that in France, Germany, and Austria- 
liungeary there has been hoarding upon a great 
Scaie; that in the latter countries there have been 
runs on several banks: and that finally mobiliza- 
tion upon a considerable scale has taken place both 
in Austria-Hungary and in Russia, causing a large 
expenditure. which the finances of Austria-Hun- 
gary, at all events, could not well bear. 

“Tf the reader would take these things into ac- 
count he will see there is nothing to alarm him in 
what has happened upon the stock exchange. There 
will, ho.vever, not be much recovery until after 
the restoration of peace. As soon as that happens 
we shall see a marked increase of activity upon 
the bourses and stock exchanges. 

“The reader will find elsewhere an interesting 
article by Sir George Paish on the state of feeling 
in Parie, which gives reason for anticipating a 
marked revival in that city. If Paris becomes both 
confident and active there can be no reasofiable 
doubt that the activity will spread to other great 
markets. Indeed, just as money is now exceed- 
ingly dear and scafce, there seems to be ground for 
anticipating a complete change as soon as peace is 
restored.’’

The present level of prices of the standard 
stocks makes it evident that any determined op- 
erator on the bear side who had taken a decided 
position in the market, say in the fall of last year, 
or even as late as the beginning of January, would 
now suffer from an embarrassment of riches.

There is one point as regards which there is no 
difference of opinion in the Wall street district, 
and that is the exceptionally attractive yield of 
the standard listed stocks at current prices. 

Every commission house letter is calling the at- 
tention of the investor to the opportunity to ac- 
quire stocks of a thoroughly seasoned character, 
which bring him in a highly satisfactory return 
on his money. 

Six per cent railroad stocks, like Atchison, Great 
Northern preferred, Louisville and Nashville, 
Pennsylvania, and Baltimore and Ohio, to men- 
tion only a few, are’regarded as being in the first 
class and suitable enough investments for any one.
